President Visions Vast 
Industrial Development 
ln Pacific Northwest

| BONNEVILLE DAM, Ore. (1P)—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt stood today before the 
New Deal’s $51,000,000 dam site here 
and coupled a promise to balance the 
budget in the next fiscal year with a 
policy of the “widest use” for tne hy- 
dro-electrical energy to be deveioped 
by this and similar federal projects. 

President and Mrs. Roosevelt drove 
up to the speakers stand at 9:21 a. m. 
and got a cheer from the crowd which 
had been waiting for more than an 
‘hour to see them. 

Governor Charles H. Martin of Ore- 
gon, introduced Mr. Roosevelt, and got 
a cheer from the crowd, when he lik- 
ened this project to “a new Lewis and 
Clark expedition to explore the north- 
west.” 


The President forecast the possibil- 
its of new Pittsburghs—vast cities of 
whirling machinery — arising to con- 
centrate a great industrial population 
on the rural landscapes immediately 
adjacent to these vast undertakings. 

But Mr. Roosevelt proposed, instead 

that the power should be diffused over 
the countryside as widely as possible, to 
remote farm steads and to small com- 
/munities so that they may enjoy mod- 
ern electrical blessings and thrive. 
' To that end he recommitted his ad- 
| ministration to national “planning for 
‘the future in seven or eight national 
geographical regions.” A bill to create 
Tennessee Valley authority type de- 
velopments in each section is pending 
before Congress.
